AUTHORITYIS ONE OF ONLYTWO IN COUNTYTO MAKE MONEY 


Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil is one of the vast majority 
of local authorities in England 
with a surplus from parking 
charges, with nearly £1.4 mil¬ 
lion in its coffers in 2011-12. 

Figures released by the RAC 
Foundation showed English 
councils had a total current 
account surplus of £565 mil¬ 
lion from their on and off- 
street parking operations, up 
£54 million on 2010-11. 

The data comes from the 
annual returns councils make 
to the Department for Com¬ 
munities and Local Govern¬ 
ment. 

The surplus in 2011-12 was 
£1,398,000 in 2011-12, down 
from £2,438,000 in 2010-11. 
This is the 111th highest fig¬ 
ure in the country. 

Northampton and Ketter¬ 
ing borough councils are the 
only local authorities in the 
county to have a surplus. All 
the other councils have defi¬ 


cits of between £67,000 and 
£284,000. 

Parking enforcement and 
on-street parking are the re¬ 
sponsibility of Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council, and 
Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil is only responsible for the 
off-street car parks owned by 
the council. 

Councillor Tim Hadland 
(Con, Old Duston ), cabinet 
member for regeneration, 
enterprise and planning said: 
“Parking is an important part 
of our town centre; attract¬ 
ing shoppers and visitors to 
our town, and supporting lo¬ 
cal businesses. In the last two 
years we have reduced the cost 
of parking in our car parks, 
and introduced free parking 
schemes to encourage more 
people into Northampton. 

“Any money we receive 
through our car parks is re¬ 
invested back into protecting 
frontline services and keep¬ 
ing council tax low for all resi¬ 
dents.”

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Opposition foils to halt 
plan to shut respite unit 



NHS bosses rubber-stamped 
plans to shut a respite centre 
and slash podiatry services, 
despite nine out of 10 patients 
voting against change, a re¬ 
port shows. 

The figures from NHS Nene 
showed 66 per cent of re¬ 
spondents to a consultation 
on the closure of Favell House, 
in Kettering Road, wanted it 
kept open. 

And 91 per cent of respond¬ 
ents to another survey, asking 
whether some patients with 
low-risk foot problems should 
pay for their own treatment in 
future, also said they wanted 
to keep the status quo. 

However, NHS Nene has 
said it will go ahead with pro¬ 
posals to close Favell House 
and cut podiatry services, al¬ 
beit with concessions. 

It comes after several char- 
ities, Northampton North 
MP Michael Ellis, the county 
health watchdog and a scru¬ 
tiny committee of councillors 
all expressed grave doubts 
about the fairness of the 
consultation processes, and 
whether proposals for care 
homes to provide respite on 
a large scale were even viable. 

Mr Ellis said: “I’m shocked 
and disappointed at this de¬ 
cision. It confirms my im¬ 
pression from the outset that 
this was a decision NHS Nene 
had already made and the so- 
called consultation was noth¬ 
ing more than a box-ticking 
exercise. 


“Clearly this whole process 
has been flawed from the out¬ 
set and I shall be writing to the 
Health Secretary to seek his 
intervention.” 

Campaigners said Favell 
House gave the carers of peo¬ 
ple with conditions, such as 
Parkinson’s and multiple scle¬ 


rosis, a vital rest from their un¬ 
paid 24/7 work. 

But health bosses labelled 
it too expensive and said its 
funding should instead be 
used to provide respite care 
equally across the county. 

Dr Darin Seiger, chairman 
of NHS Nene, said: “We want to 


thank everyone who has tak¬ 
en part in these consultations, 
which have been a valuable lis¬ 
tening exercise for the CCGs. 

“We know how highly these 
services are valued by patients 
and staff and I hope they will 
see how their views have 
shaped our decision making.” 


How services will be hit 


■ Community podiatry services: 
The cessation of low-risk podia¬ 
try was approved. However this 
will not now apply to children or 
to vulnerable groups “as a direct 
response to the strong feedback 
received during the consultation 
that removing the service from 
these groups could adversely af¬ 
fect their health and lead to longer 
term health problems that could 
otherwise have been prevented.” 


■ Respite for people with neuro- 
degenerative conditions: Future 
respite care will be available, on 
the basis of need, to residents in 
all areas of the county. However, 
personal health budgets will be of¬ 
fered, more will be done to ensure 
consistent specialist nursing, the 
changes will be phased, and Favell 
House users will be helped to find 
alternative respite care options 
over the next 12 months.

Use of armed response 
officers is on the rise

Police officers in 
Northamptonshire are now 
carrying firearms more 
frequently to operations, 
but a top officer said it was 
not because the county was 
getting more violent. 

Home Office figures showed 
Northamptonshire Police 
authorised the use of 
firearms in 182 operations 
between 2011 and 2012, a rise 
from 129 between 2010 and 
2011. 

Between 2002 and 2003, 
the force was authorised to 
use firearms in 138 operations 
and the most recent figures 
were a 10-year-high. 

However, Inspector 
Steve Freeman, of 
Northamptonshire Police 
Firearms training unit, said 
this rise did not indicate a 
more violent county. 

Insp Freeman said it 
reflected the way the force 
now responded to incidents 
where there was a perceived 
“armed threat”. 

He said: “Things have 
changed in recent years, 


so command assess armed 
threats differently. 

“For instance, say if we 
received reports of somebody 
carrying a sword or machete, 
this threat would be assessed 
differently. We would now 
use the employment of our 
officers to this sort of threat 
or operation.” 

He added: “We have not 
experienced more violent 
crime, in my experience, or 
more firearms.” 

He said the rise between 
the 2011 to 2012 period 


also reflected the fact the 
county’s force was targeting 
an organised crime group 
and a number of operations 
were undertaken involving 
firearms officers, as they 
looked to arrest them. 

However, Insp Freeman 
added: “We do have officers 
who routinely carry firearms, 
but 95 per cent of the time they 
are dealing with every day 
procedures. 

“Only five per cent of the 
time are they dealing with 
arms-related incidents.”

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Passengers travelling to and from London will be affected by repair work from next May. 


Weeks of disruption 
during rail repairs 


A series of closures on 
Britain’s busiest rail route 
will affect Northampton rail 
passengers for more than five 
weeks from next spring. 

A 12-mile section of the West 
Coast Main Line around 
Watford Junction station will 
be closed for 36 days between 
May 2014 and April 2015, as 
part of a £81 million Network 
Rail project to improve 
punctuality. 

The restrictions will 
affect passengers travelling 
to and from London from 
Northampton. 

London Midland, which 
runs the vast majority 
of services through 
Northampton, will be making 
alternative arrangements 
for passengers during the 
closures, which will be from 
May 3 to 5; August 8 to 25; 
December 25 to 29; February 
14 to 22, and April 3 to 6. 

The longer shut-downs 


are the lesser of two evils, as 
Network Rail says it would 
take 54 complete weekend 
closures to complete the 
work. During the project, 
the signalling at Watford will 
be upgraded alongside new 
junctions and track, with 
the aim of providing better 
flexibility and reliability. 

Paul Minton, vice- 
chairman of Northampton 
Rail Users’ Group, said: 
“When Network Rail last came 
to us for discussions about 
the West Coast Main Line, we 
said we would accept longer 
closures if it got the work 
done. We were assured that 
would be it. 

“It will cause a lot of 
difficulty for a lot of people. 
The 0700 and 0712 from 
Northampton are standing 
room only, and you are talking 
in the region of 1,200 people.” 
You can’t displace that many 
people in an hour.” 

Dyan Crowther, Network 


Rail route managing director, 
said: “This scheme represents 
significant investment in the 
southern end of the West 
Coast Main Line to improve 
punctuality and make the 
railway more reliable. 

“This line has seen 
tremendous growth in traffic 
and passengers over the last 
five years with the section 
at Watford being one of the 
most intensively used, high¬ 
speed sections of track in the 
UK. This work is absolutely 
essential to maintain the 
punctuality that passengers 
and our freight customers 
rightly expect.” 

Patrick Verwer, London 
Midland managing director, 
said: “We want our customers 
to have good journeys with 
minimum disruption. This 
is much needed investment 
and a series of closures is the 
quickest way of bringing the 
benefits of this major upgrade 
to our passengers.

Supermarket firm, Morri¬ 
sons, has confirmed it plans to 
close its transport operation 
at the Swan Valley industrial 
estate on the outskirts of 
Northampton. 

Morrisons lorry drivers who 
contacted the Chron said they 
had been told a number of pri¬ 
vate haulage firms would be 
brought in to take over the su¬ 
permarket’s deliveries from 
Swan Valley. 

They estimated the 
number of Morrisonsjobs lost 
could be anywhere between 
8o and 100. 

One driver told the Chron: 
“People are gutted. They’ve all 
got to go out now and find new 
jobs and they know that won’t 
be easy.” 

But a spokesman for Mor¬ 
risons insisted the firm would 
strive to find other positions 
within the company for work¬ 
ers affected by the changes. 

He said: “We have pro¬ 
posed some changes to our lo¬ 
gistics operation to improve 
the efficiency of our business 


and reduce road miles. 

“As a result, we have re¬ 
grettably proposed to close 
the transport function at our 
Swan Valley site in Northamp¬ 
ton. Our priority will be to pre¬ 
serve colleagues’ employment 
and we will make available al¬ 
ternative job opportunities 
for those affected within our 


business and, for some, the 
prospect of transferring to 
other companies.” 

The warehouse used by 
Morrisons in Swan Valley is 
owned by commercial proper¬ 
ty firm PMB Holdings. When 
they bought the site in 2009, 
Morrisons still had a 14-year 
lease on the building.

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Police faith-based 
scheme launched 


A new office for faith-based 
and community initiatives is 
to be launched by the county’s 
Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner this autumn, alongside 
a director who will earn up to 
£42,000 a year. 

The office, which has a budg¬ 
et of £70,000 a year, has been 
created by Adam Simmonds 
with the brief of being the 
“driving force in developing 
faith-based and community 
initiatives across the county”. 

Mr Simmonds intends for 
the new office to liaise be¬ 
tween organisations in the 
county, councillors and politi¬ 
cians and with other commis¬ 
sioners to boost community 
and faith-based initiatives and 
to “increase national dialogue 
about the valuable contribu¬ 
tion of this sector”. 

The new office will be 
launched next month, along 
with the new director’s role, 
which is currently being ad¬ 
vertised on the PCC’s website. 

The full-time job, which 
will be based at Wootton Hall 


and requires “substantial ex¬ 
perience and knowledge of 
the faith, voluntary and com¬ 
munity sector governance and 
practice”, comes with a start¬ 
ing salary of between £35,238 
and £42,126. 

In an “executive order”, 
signed off by Mr Simmonds, he 
said: “This office will enhance 
the capacity of faith-based and 
community organisations and 
groups to design and imple¬ 
ment successful initiatives 
and programmes of work to 
increase community safety. 

“The office will encourage 
creative approaches to crime 
prevention and community 
safety, aspiring to generate 
self-sufficiency in the organi¬ 
sations it works with and will 
promote robust evaluations 
to create a reputable evidence 
base. 

“The office will be launched 
in September and will employ 
a director in a permanent 
post. 

“Volunteers will be ap¬ 
pointed to form an advisory 
council to enhance the integ¬ 
rity, objectivity and effective-

Artell available for transfer 


Cobblers defender is heading for Sixfields exit 


FOOTBALL 


David Artelfs Cobblers exit 
has moved a step closer after 
the club confirmed they have 
formally made the centre-back 
available for transfer. 

The 32-year-old was not 
named among the substitutes 
for the game at York City on 
Saturday, withjust six players 
making the bench and not the 
permitted seven. 

Artell was signed on a two- 
year deal last summer after 
leaving Crewe Alexandra but 
an Achilles injury saw him 
sidelined for three months, 
after which he was loaned to 
Wrexham until the end of the 
season. 

Matt Heath played at cen¬ 
tre-back alongside Lee Col¬ 
lins at Bootham Crescent and 
while that player is only on a 
week-to-week contract, the 
club do not require Artell to 
leave before he can be offered 
something longer term. 

“It’s not a case of one in and 
one out but Dave’s name has 
been circulated,” confirmed 
Boothroyd. “Well have a chat 
and see if there’s anything 
come in from his end. “If there 


is, then perhaps there will be 
a little bit of money to bring 
someone else in. 

“While I might be looking 
for one player this week, it 
might change next week be¬ 
cause different players might 
become available.” 

Meanwhile, Cobblers boss 
Aidy Boothroyd has con¬ 
firmed he wants to give the 
young forwards in his squad 
first-team opportunities be¬ 
fore making a decision over 
signing a new striker. 

“Everybody is talking about 
getting a new striker in but to 
be perfectly honest we’ve got 
Roy O’Donovan who has come 
from a higher level and scored 
a few goals towards the end of 
last season,” he said. 

“We’ve got Clive com¬ 
ing back and we took the lad 
Hooper from Newcastle and 
sooner or later you’ve got to 
give people a chance. 

“Yes, we could go out and 
get a senior striker or a kid 
on loan but I don’t want to do 
that until I’ve had a good look 
at what we’ve got. 

“If you’re going to have a 
youth policy and you’re go¬ 
ing to bring players through 
then you need to give them a 
chance.”

Ma'afu impressed by West 


SALESI MA’AFU says Saints’ 
renowned power pack was 
the main reason why he de¬ 
cided to move to Franklin’s 
Gardens. 

The 30-year-old tight- 
head prop has arrived at 
Northampton from Western 
Force and will be expected 
to fill the void left by the de¬ 
partures of Brian Mujati and 
Paul Doran-Jones. 

Ma’afu certainly fits the 
bill, as he is a big scrummag- 
er, a strength demonstrated 
in his performance for the 
Force against the Lions ear¬ 
lier this summer. 


And the Australia inter¬ 
national says the chance to 
work with Saints forwards 
coach Dorian West and 
his impressive forward 
pack was too good to turn 
down. 

“To come over to Saints, 
it’s a club that’s been going 
really well over the past few 
seasons and the work that 
Jim (Mallinder) and Dorian 
have done in the tight five es¬ 
pecially is quite appealing to 
me,” said Ma’afu. 

“I can improve my game 
and reignite my football 
over here and that’s a big 


part of why I decided to join 
to team.” 

While Western Force 
struggled against the su¬ 
perior Lions outfit in most 
departments, the front row 
held their own. 

And Ma’afu, who im¬ 
pressed at tighthead, admits 
he revelled in the chance to 
take on Warren Gatland’s 
men. 

“I was pretty lucky to have 
arunagainstthemanditwas 
a big occasion,” he said. “I 
grew up watching the Lions 
when I was a kid and to ac¬ 
tually run out against them 


was special. 

“It was a good night out, 
but for us as a team they 
were much stronger than 
we were but I was one of the 
lucky few who get to run out 
against them. 

“We did a good job. It was 
the first hit out for them 
and they were still finding 
their feet but we were happy 
with the outcome of the 
scrums. 

“Overall, the result 
wasn’t what we wanted, but 
the performance of the front 
row was something we could 
be proud of.” 
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
